After the 
building of the Episcopal Church of St. John’s, the pres- 
byterians worshiped in it, for some years, in common witl 
the members of the Church of Encland. 

About the year 1789 the present Brick Church was built 
in which: we that time onward they held separate worship. 
The first stated preacher to the congregation was the Kev. 
Robert at art, who was ordained and instalied pastor 
ofthis and of the Hopewell congregation by the pres sby te- 
ty of Cariisle, in Oc tober 1793.

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THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH AT “SLATE 
RIDGE,’ IN PEACHBOTTOM TOWNSHIP 

This congregation is of ancient origin. The first c! Hieck 
was built near Muddy Creek, sometime before the year 
1750. This church was afterwards burnt, anda second 
temporary Luidding was then erected about three miles 
farther south. . The latter church was seon deserted, and 
anew and third house of worship was erected at astill dif. 
ferent’place, viz, the place where Slate Ridge chureh 
stands. In the year 1762, a new and better and for 
church was built of squat a logs on the same site. ‘ OL 
pli the year 1800, the log chu urch was burnt by < an incen- 

lary, when a fifth church was erected, it being the third 
one built on the same ground. This fifth church is a large 
stone edifices itis still standings Se and is eastoreary known 
by the name snk the *+Slate Ridze Church.” 

The first preacher in the first of these churches was the 
Rev. Mr. Whittlesay. As the population was very smali

the population increased, other congregations and church- 
esarose.

f Synod at its session at Lebanon in September of the 
same year. ‘[Theinstitution has a library of between 30060 
and 4000 volumes, chiefly in the German language, among 
which are some rare works. There are two pre fensors S, VIZ, 
L. Mayer, D. D. Professor of Dogmatic Theology, and Rev. 
F. A. Rauch D. P. Professor of Sacred Literature. 

A Classical School under the anspices of the Synod of 
the German Reformed Church was founded. by a resolution 
of Synod at Harrisburg in September 1831. Jt was cora- 
menced in May 1832. Mr. William A. Good, of Reading 
Pa., now pastorofthe Reformed congregation in hagers- 
town Md. was appointed Teacher. In Septernber 1832, the 
synod at Frederick Md. appointed Dr. F. A. Rauch Prin- 
cipal of the institution and Professor in the Theolcgical 
Seminary.

History. The history of Hanover is almest wholly lost. 
in the praves of its first settlers; the following however is 
the result of every thing that conld possibiy be ‘collected on 
this subject. ‘ 

Hanover was laid out in lots | by Richard M'Alister F'sq, 
in the year 1763 or 1764, at which time the surrounding 
country had been but lately settled, and wore muchthe ap- 
pent xtree ofa wilderness. When the rumour of Mr. M’Ats- 
ters intentions was spread thronghout the neighborhocd, 

the prople generally laughed at his project, and ‘considé sed 
it the effect of a wild fancy. A very agedand respect- 
able lady of a remarkably retentive memury related a few 
vears ago the following anecdote on this subject. A certain 
furmer of those days returning to his family after some vis- 
fisthrongh the neighborhood, thus add:essed his wife in 
the presence ofthe lady above aiuded to. “Mammy.’? (this 
was then, and is yet, a Very common address of ihe Ger- 
mans to their wives) “mammy, i have great news to tell 
voue-Richard M’Alister is going tomake a town.” The 
wife. afler some enquiries and observations, said with a sar- 
astie smite which spoke more than words, ‘*Ha, hz, ba! 
am afraid that man will turn a fool at last—I think hell 
cali his new town, /Zichkory lown.”— Che spot on which Uan- 
ever ts Hew in part situated, was then covered with larce 
hickory-trees, whici: stood almost impenetrably thick. The 
ebove anecdote although simple is not unpleasant; for it 
shows how the past has been, and by constrasting that with 
the present, we see how the world advances. All great uG- 
dertaking3 begin in little things, “of so much tabor was 
it to found the walls of lofty “Rome.” | 


The account written in September, 1618, cf which we 
have avai'ed ourselves, says: “The farm- house or residence 
of Mr. M’ Alister, is yet in existence. [: 1s a two. story 
log building in Baltimere street, occupied at present by 
Henry Albright. Jun. ‘his house, in which Mr. M?Aliste 
kept a store and a tavern, (the road from York te Fred- 
ericktown then passing his door.) is the second house 
to the right coming from Baliimore, The frst house 
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in Frederick street, the second to the right coming from 

Fredericktown, and at present occupied by Jacob and John 

Rieder. Jt was erected in 1764, by a certain Jacob Nus- 
ser, who, from his having been the first improver of the 
place, was afterwards jocosely called the governor of JP 41- 
isierstown, the name by which Hanover was then generally 

known. A short time afterwards three or four more hous- 
es were buiit, occupied at present by Heary Pelty, Charics., 
Barnitz, John Bardt, & &c. Henceforward the progress 
of improvement was rapid, ustil ten or he ys ycars ago, 

when it seemed to have made a stand; there are however 
occasionally some buildings erected, but not more thaw 
three or four on an average every year.” 

Until near the commencement of the American revoiu- 
tion, Hanover was under very singular circumstances. i 
Was exempt from the jurisdiction of any court, and was for 
many years not improperly called the *“regue’s resory.”’ 
All refugees from Justice betook themselves to Hino ver. 
where they were under no fear of being seized by any 
officer. Ifthe Sheriff of York county could catch the a 
linquent one half mile out of town in a norti-wesiern o:- 
rection, then he might legally make him his prisoner ance: 
the authority of the courts of this county; but neliher is 
town nor nearer the town than that had he any rnin > 
power. An anecdote has been related by a respecisu: 
old gentleman of Hanover which deserves credit. A Aausi- 
ber of robbers having broken into the store of the proprie- 
tor, Mr. M?Alister, he seized them and conveyed them to 
York fur safe confinement; but the Sheriff refused to a- 
mit them into the jail with these observations to Mr. MA 
ister, “tyon of Hanover, wish to be independent, tovre- 
fore punish your villains yourselves,’ ‘The oiicer remeni- 
bered past obstructions of justice and was not unwilipg to 
retanate. Although these circumstances may apres 
strange, yet the account we bave given is stficiy 
true. :

The course pursued by each pr oprietor of making individa- 
al grants at random, and in opposition to each ‘other was 
the cause of Hanover and tlre adjiceat country beiag ex- 
enipted from all jurisdiction. The laws of neither provinces 
could be extended to a place with respect to woich tne 
mutual ciaims were not settled either by survey or charcer. 
‘The citizens of [lanover therefore were not liable to be 
seized by any sheriff, or to be confined in any prison. De- 
linquents flew to it on the discovery of thelr crimes and 
escaped all danger of being bronght to j istice: the appella- 
tion of Rouge’s desort was the wefore not inannlicable, It ts 
unnecessary tostite any of the grievous evils arising from

This uncertainty y of boundary continued for some years.

After a number of meetings, they made their report on | 
oth of June 1304.

The first election of directors of the poor was held 
on the 9th October 1804. ‘The three persons elected met 
at the Court house on the Sth November following, and 
divided themselves into three classes. The place of the 
first class wasto be vacated at the expiration of the first 
year; that of the second at the expiration of the second 
year; and that of the third at the expiration of the third 
year :—so that those who have been chosen since the first

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clection, have been chosen to serve for three yerrss & one 
third is annually chosen.. Their style is **Vhe Directors of 
the Poor and House of employment tor the county of York.’ 

In the year 1828, another building was erected 
near the poor house, and connected with that institu- 
tion. This was the elegant brick hospital which greets 
the eye of the stranger coming into York by the Philadelphia 
road, and is distingui shed for its neatness, elegance and 
comfort. It is of brick, two stories high, its interior jadi- 
ciously divided and the whole well fitted tothe purpose 
for which it was erected. 

‘I'he entire cost, in cash, to the county, of this ex-ellent 
building., was $7800, a sum much less thanit would have 
been but that a good deal of labor was performed, at its e- 
rection, by paupers supported at the poorhouse. 

Ve cannot avoid naming the workmen who built and 
finished the hospital. The manner in which the work 
was executed reflects no little credit upon them, ‘The ma- 
son was Mr. Jacob May—the carpenters, Messrs. Moore, 
Dietz and Straber.

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CHAPTER IX. 
REVOLUTION, 


There is not a part of Pennsylvania wherein the love er 
liberty displayed itself earlier or more strongly than in the 
county of York. Military companies with a view to the re- 
sisting of Great Eritain, were formed in York, while the 
people of the neigboring counties slept. In those days there 
were ndaeibe aes of broad breast and firm step, who fezred 
no power and bowed tono dominion. The frst company 
that marched from Pennsylvania tothe fields of war was 
company of rifle-men fromthe town of York: they leit 
this place on the first of July 1775. York county sent ox 
more soldiers during the revolution than any one of ber 

ne: ‘hboring sisters. | 

We will first mention the companies of the towa t 
*Ork before and during the revolution, which, however s< 
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the dangers of war, and which, as then constituted, march 
ed to no fields of fame. Hundreds of such companic- 
were formed throughout the county, but as an entrmeration 
of them would be lengthy and tedious, and as they are con- 
nected with no deed of dauger, we will omit all particular 
mention of them, and contine ourselves to the town of 
York. 

As early as December 1774, a company was formed ip 
the town of York, the object of which was to make soldiers 
who would be well diciplined for battie in case the disatfiec- 

tion then existiag towards England, should proceed to o- 
pen hostilities. ‘The officers of this company were Jamas 
Smith, Captain, Thomas Hartley, first Lieutenant, David 
Green, second Lieutenant, and Henry Miller, Ensign. 
Each of those officers thus early attached to the cause o} 


independence; the second was a colonel in the revo Lut tion. 
and for eleven years a member of congress; and the third 


and fourth were each distinguished officers, and “acquired 
a fame and a name”? connected with the cause they 


supported. 


The second company formed in the town of York was in 
February 1775, the officers of which were Hartman Deustch, 
Captain; Mr. Grubb, first Lieutenant; Philip Entler, secon: 
Lieutenant, and Luke Rause, Ensign. 

In December 1775, the third company was fermed in 
York town, eatitled “The Independent Light Infantry com- 
pany belonging to the first battalion of York County.” 
Phis company drew up and signed a constitution consist- 
ing ef thirty two articles, the original TT a ig of which 
with the signatures of ali the officers and soldiers, lies now 
before us. It was signed on the {6th of December by 
the following persons, James Smith, Colonel; Thoms 
Hartley, Lieut. Colonel; Joseph Donaldson, Major; M:- 
chael Swoope, Major; George Irwin, Captain; John Har, 
first Lieut.; William Baily, se scond Lieut; Christoph Lavan.

Companies were already formed throughout ail the 
county, and every thing spoke of freemen under arms for 
liberty. But confining curselves to York-town, we will 
mention the other companies which were formed here at 
the commencement of the revolution. The fourth caompa- 
ny was formed in the spring of 1776,& its officers, were Mi- 
chael Haha, Captain; Balizer Spengler, first Lieut., Michael 
Bulmeyer, second Lieut.; and George Michael Spengi 
Ensign. The fifth campany was likewise formed im th 
spring of 1776, whereof Charles Lukens was Captain; 
Christian Stake first Lieutenant; and Cornelius Sherif 
second Lieut. The sizth company was formed in 
May cf the same year, and was commanded by Captain 
Rudolph Spangler. The first and second companies form- 
ed in town, had long since been dissolved, and the soldiers 
thereof joined and became a part of the fifth ard sixth com- 
panies: sothatin June 1776, there were four different mil- 
itary associations of the town of York. The third, fourth, 
fifth, and sixths companies constitated a part of those five 
battalions which marched to New Jersey in 1776 to form 
the flying camp. Though they thus marched out of the 
county vet it was to no warlike field; the only object be- 


ing to form other companies, which shall be mentioned in 
their places. : 


We will secondly consider the companies, composed of 
the citizens both of York-town and York county, which 
were formed with a view for actual service, and which shear- 
ed in the dangers and giory of the revolution. 


_ 4. The first company to be mentioned is the rifle-compa- 
ny already alluded to, which left York on the ist of July 
4775, and marched directly to Cambridge near Boston, kk 
was at first commanded by Captiin Michael Doudle, who 
however was soon succeeded by his first Lientenant, Henry 
Miller. Those who belonged to this company may be calied 
enlisted volunteers, fur they actually entisted and bound 
themselves to military service for the space of one year, and 
this they did “of their cwa heads,” without being required 
or even so much as requested thereto by the state or br 
Congress, | 
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&. In 1776 the counties of York and Cumberland were 
required each to ratse four companies for the forming of a 
regiment.

3. Early in May 1776, a rifle company which had been 
enlisted to serve fifteen months marched from the county of 
York to Philadelphia, where it was attached to Colonel

4. Ja July 1776, five battalions of miitia marched from 
York County to New Jersey. Out of these five battalions 


there were formed in about six weeks after their arrival,

York county being required to furnish 515 men toward 
making out the number of 2984, the amount cf the four 
new battalions. Oa the same day, Col. George Ross, Vice 
a President of the Convention, Col. Thomas Matlack of Phil- 
; adelphia, and Col. Henry Sc shlevel, of York county, were 
chosen, by ballot, commissioners to go to head quarters in 
New Jersey, and form the flying Camp. 

The Flying Camp was accordingly soon formed: it con- 
sisted of three brigades. ‘The brigadier general of the 
first brigade was Saaee Ewing of York county; his brigide 
consisted of three battalions, the first of which was coni- 
manded by Col. Swope of York County; the second, 
Col. Ball of Chester county; and the third by Col. W ‘ati 
of Cumberland county, father of the late David Watts Fisq. 
of Carlisle. Of the other brigades and battalions, we ure 
not at present able to speak with much certainty. 


As the two battalions formed from the five battalions of 
York county militia which marched to New Jersey, under- 
went the hard fate of severe war, we will be somewhai 
particular concerning them. 

The officers of the jirst battalion were Col.-Michaat 
Swope, Lieut. Col. Rober Stevenson, and Major William 
Baily. It was composed of eight companies, of each of 
which we will give the names of the officers, as far as we 
have been able to learn them:

isis. 


“Joseph Wren.—This old man’s body and spirit seem to 
be equarly light. He can travel his thirty miles a day with 
ease. His appearance reminds yeu of the Egyptian Mum- 
mies so celebrated for their fresh and life-like appearance 
after the lapse of centuries. During the deluge (met Noah’s 
flood,nor yet Ducalion’s, as you might have supposed from 
his ancient date, but the deluge which buried a third 
part of our town in ruins, on the ever memortable Sth of 
August 1817) old Wren, like the lively little bird of his own 
name, perched himself in a snug corner of the garret ofa 
two story house, and went tosleep. The house rose on 
the boson of the deep, plunged afl but the garret into the 
waves, and was dashed from surge to surge till ti lodged a- 
gainstatree. Five persons were drowned! side by side 
they layin a room of the second story of the house. Joseph 
slept on. AtTeneth when the God of nature held out the 
olive branch of hope to the terror-struck tenants of the 
roofs of the tottering houses, and the flood subsided so that 
“the dry land appeared’—-when the mighty ocean that 
had been as it were created in a moment and precipitated 
upon us, gathered itscli into the mild and unassuming Co- 
dorus again, Josepl’s abode of death, when youth and 
Rheaith, aod female excellence and manly virtue, had been 
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buried in the waves, was visited,—and sfill he slept. 
When he awakened he rubbed his eyes, not certain whethe: 
they were his own, or whether he was Joseph Wren any 
more; for he knew not where he was, unless it might be 
wn some place on the cther side of the grave. ‘hus, indeed 
has Joseph Wren had hair breadth scapes, in the forest 
wild and city full, and 1s spared to be made glad by sorme- 
thing very unlike the ingratitude of republics.”

CHAPTER XI. 
CONGRESS. 


York is somewhat connected with the history of the 
| ¢ontinental congress, for that body sat here some months 
during the revolution. it is to this that General La-Fay- 
wok alluded when, being in York on the 2d of February 
825, he called rt Hs seat of the American Union in eur 
ni gloomy times.” 
| On the 14th of September 1777, Congress, then sitting 
ak Phil adelohia, and: having strong reasons to believe tha 
that city would soon be in possession ofthe British. t durkie 
ed that, ‘f they should be obliged to remove from Philadel. 
thia, Ila ncaster should be the place wher they would 
meet, On the 18th of September Congress sat as usual, 
aad after having fulbiled the regular hours ef daily service, 
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adjourned to 10 o’clock the next morning; but during the 


Fal 


adjournment the president received a letter from Col, Ham- 
jlton, one of Gen. Washington’s aids, which intimated 
the necessity of removing the Congress immediately from 
Philadelphia. Upon this the members left the city, and 
avceeably toa former resolution, repaired to Lancaster. 
Pailadelphia was shortly afterwards, viz. on the 27th of 
September, taken by Sir William Howe, which shewed the 
wisdom and foresight of Congress in leaving that cap- 
ital. : ie hs 

Congress met at Lancaster on the 27th of September. 
{the very day Philadelphia was taken) but as they had good 
reasons for fearing molestation even in that place, they 
determined that the Susquehanna should flow between 
them and the enemy, and accordingly, on the same day, 
adjourned to York.* ‘The first day of their session at 
York was the 30th of September 1777. 

Congress continued about nine months, to hold their 
sessions in this place and in the same court house which 
now stands. InJune 1778,the British evacuated Phiiadel- 


phia and marched into New Jersey, and of .his congress — 


received information on the 20th of the same month, by 
a fetter from Gen. Washington. They satin York but a 
few days longer, for on Saturday the 27th of June177$ they 
adjourned to Philadelphia, at which place they met on the 
7th of July following. 


Among the other business transacted by Congress during 


its session in York, we find the following items recorded in

In conclusion of this article we will mention the mem- 
bers of congressfrom York county, under the Constitution 
of the United States, done i in convention on the 17th ot 
September 1787. 

Thomas Hartley was the first: he’ was elected i in 1788, 
and continued a member of Congress until the time of his 
death, on the 21st of December 1800. 

John Stewart, was elected by special election on the 
15th of January 1801, to supply the place of Thomas Hart- 
ley deceased: and was re-elected in October 1802.

_ elected in October 1806. 

‘William Crawford was elected 1 in October 1808, and 
was re-clected in 1810. 

Hugh Glasgow was electedin October 1812, and was 
re-elected in October 1814. 

Jacob Spengler was elected in October 1916. 

Jacob Hostetter was elected, in March 1818 to fill the 
place of Jacob Spengler resigned: he was re-elected in Oc- 
tober of the same year. | 

James S. Mitchell was elected in October of the years 
1829. and 1824. 

Adam King was elected in October, 1896, ‘and re-elect. 
ed in 1828 and 1330.

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PRINTING. 
On the 17th October 1777, Congress, then sitting in 
~York,“resolved that the committee of intelligence be au- 
thorized to take the mest speedy and effectual measures 
’ for getting a printing press erected in York town for the 
purpose of conveying to the public the intelligence that 
Congress might from time to time receive.” The press 
of Hall and Sellers of Philadelphia and one of the oldest 
in the state, was shortly afterwards brought to York, where 
divers public communications were printed, as was like- 
Wise much continental money.* This was the first print- 
ing press erected in Pennsylvania, west of of the Susque- 
hanna. Congress removed from York in June 1778, and 
the press, with all the appurtenances, accordingly accom- 
_ panied them to Philadelphia. | 
There was now an “aching void” for about nine years. 
In the year 1787, Matthias Bartgis and T. Roberis estab- 
lished a printing office in Yorks; in the month of October 
m that year they issued the first number of their newspa- 
per, which was entitled **The Pennsylvania Chronicle and 
York Weekly Advertiser.” It was “printed and published 
by Mi. Bartgis and Company.”? This paper was continued 
about two years, when, Edie and Wilcocks having cozm- 
menced a paper in York, the press, types &c. were shortly 
afterwards removed to Harrisburg, Pa. | 


The next paper printed in York was the “Pennsylvania 
Herald, and York General Advertiser,’ the first number 
of which wasissued by James Edie, John Edie and Henry 
Wilcocks, on the 7th of January, 1789. ‘

-McAlister’s Germans pressed hard, 
and were, in the stillness of-votimg, rather ov verpowering 
the friends of Mr. Hamilton. ct a with this, two 
or three stout Irish boxers took possession of the piace 
for handing in votes, and were determined that none 
but their own friends should enjoy the liberty of suffrage. 
A lusty German being anxious to offer his vute, went 
determinedly to the place of voting, and tripped up the 
heels of one of the Irish guards. An affray immediately 
commenced, and in less than five minutes the action was 
general. #uror administrat arma. <A large quantity of 
saplings near the house were soon torn and cut from the 
ground to be used as weapons of offence and defence. 
Blows were dealt with an unsparing hand; each party 
giving hot battle. Bat victory at length perched upoa 
the baried of the “Dutch party,” for the friends of McAl- 
ister not only discomfitted the Irish, but completely rout- 
ediheir whole forces, and put them to flight. They drove 
them all beyond the Codorus, and nota member of the de- . 
feated party was to be found east of the creek during the 
remainder of that day. There were a few limbs broken, 
and considerable blood shed: but, epee for the hon- 
our of the county, no life was lostinthe affray.

granting ‘full power and authority to range, view and 

inspect all our woods and lands within the said counts, 

and toseize, take up, and appropriate to our use ali and 

every such wild coits or young horses, cattle, and swine, 

as shall be found within the bounds of said county, that are 

not marked by the owners of their dams, and are liable to 

be seized by law:and also all marked strays fur which no 

lawful owner can be found, that may be taken up im ihe 

said county: and to publish every such stray in the inest 

public places of the said county for the space of one year. 

and also keeping some public mark of their being strays 
for the said space about them hereby requiring you to sue 
and prosecute all persons presuming to act contrary to law 
in cutting down or destroying any of bur timber-trees or 
wood, or that shallin any wise invade the powers hereby 
granted to you within the said county.”

The following accennt of that noted imposter, Dr. Dady, 


is taken nearly word for word from that written by the Hon. 
Joha Joseph Henry,and sent by him to ?tiladelohia with the 


convicted imposters. Judge Henry wrote the account 


from notes taken at thetrial. It follows, in most things, 
the order of the testimony as given in by the witnesses. 

Dr. Dady, who was a German by birth, came to this 
country with the Hessians during the American revolution. 
Possessing a fascinating eloquence i in the Germaa language, 
and being very fluent in the English, he was afterwards 
emp! loyed a3 a minister of the gospel by uninformed but 
honest Germans. , 

When the sacerdotal ai) could no longer be subservient

to his avaricious views, ke leid it aside and assumed the 


character of a physician. Assuch he came to York county, 
and dwelt among the poor inhabitants of a mountainous 
part thereof, (now within the limits of Adams county.) 
where, in various artful ways, he preyed on the purses of

Ina few minutes 
a white ghost appeared, which Williams addressed in a 
language “which those who heard bim could not under- 
stand—the ghost replied in the same language! After 


bis ghostshio had gone away, Williams said that the spirit 
knew of a treasure which it was permitted to discover Po é~ 


leven men—they must be honest, religious and sensible, 
and neither hurse-jockeys nor frishmen. 

~The intercourse. between Williams aad Dady now ceas- 
ed to be apparent; but it was continued in private. Cham- 
berlain, convinced of the existence of a ghost and a treas- 


ure, was easily induced to form a cde te which was 
soon effected. 


Each candidate was initiated by the receipt of a smal! sealed 
paper, containing a little yellow sand, which was called “ihe 
power.”? ‘This “power”? the candidate was to bury in the 
earth to the depth of one inch, for three days and three

“Theabove is but asmall! part of this precious commmnica 
tion. In consequence of these ghostly directions, a young 
* gan named Abrahim Kephart waited, by order of the com- 
mittee,on Dr. Dady. ‘The Dr. preserved his afiximer in a 
bottle sealed with a iarge red seal, and buried in a heap of 
eats, and deminded fifteen dollars for an ounce of it. 
Young Kephart could not atford to give so much, but gave 
him. thirty six doilars and three bushels of oats for three 
ounces of it. Yost Liner, another of these wise committee 
men, gavethe Doctor 121 dollars for eleven ounces of the

‘But thew oe of these imposters were soon exerted in o- 
ther parts. 17 The following 13 an account of their proceed - 
ings in and about Shrewsbury township in this county. 
Williams intimated that he had received a call frora a ghost 
resident in those parts, at the distance of forty miles from 
Dady’s. Jacob Wister, one of the conspirators, was the agent 
of Willitms on this occasion. He instituted a company cf 
twenty ene persons, all of whom were, of course, most igno- 
rant people. ‘The saine and even more absurd ceremoates 
were performed by these people, and the communications of 
the ghost were obtained in a still more ridiculous manner 
than before. The communications mentioned Dr. Dady as 
the person from whom they should obtain the dulcimer elix- 
er, as likewise a kind of sand which the ghost called the 
“Astatic sand,” and which was necessary in order to give 
eiicacy to the “powers.” Ulrich Neaff,a committee man 
of this company, prid to Dr. Dady ninety dollars for seven 
and a half ouncesof the elixer. ‘The elixer was put into vials, 
and each person who had one of them, held it in his hand and 
shook itas he pranced round the circle; on certain occasions 
he annointed his head with it, and afterwards, by oruer of 
‘the spirit, the vial was buried in the ground. 


Paul Baliter, another of the committee men, took with 
him to Dr. Dady’s, 2 hundred dollars to purchose MASIATIC 
sand,” at three dollars per ounce. Dady being absent. 
‘Williams procured from the Doctor’s shop as mucl sand as 
the money would purchase. In this instance, Williams 
cheated the Doctor, for he kept the spoil to himself, aad 
thence arose an overthrow of the good fraternity. 


Each of them now set up for himself. Williams procur- 
ed directions from his ghost, that each of the companies 
should despatch a co:inmittee man to Lancasterta buy “Dede- 
-wick’s mineral e!‘xer” of a hysician in that place. Io the 
mean time Williams and his wife went to Lancaster, where 
they prepared the elixer, which was nothing out a composi- 
tion of copperas and cayenne pepper.

mity of the price aroused the suspicion of Dr. Rose. In a 
few days the delegites from the committee arrived, and 
purchased elixer to the amount of $749.33. When the la- 
dy came for the money, she was arrested, and the secret 
became known. Her husband, Williams, ascaped. 

‘he Lancaster expedition having led to a discovery of 
the tricks of the impostors,a few days after the disclosures 
made by Mrs. Williams, an indictment was presented in the 
criminal court of York county, ayvainst Dr. John Dady, 
Rice Williams, Jesse Miller, Jacob Wister, the elder, and 
Jacob Wister, the younger, for a conspiracy to cheat and 
defraud. The trial took place in June following, and resnit- 
ed in the conviction of Wister, the elder, and of Dr. Dady 
~—the former of whom was fined ten dollars and imprisoned 
one month in the county jail, the latter fined ninety dollars, 
and sentenced to two years confinementin the penitentiary 
at Philadelphia. 

Dady had just been convicted of prrticipating in the con- 
spiracy in Shrewsbury, when le and Hall were found guilty 
of a like crime in Adams county-—whereupon Hall was 
fined one hundred dollars and sent to the penitentiary for 
two years, and Dady was fined one hundred and sixty dol- 
lars, and sentenced to undergo an additional servitude of 
two years in the penitentiary, tocommence in June, 1300, 
when his first term would expire. . 

Thus ended the history ofa man in this county, who cer- 
tainly was not devoid of talent, who possessed a most win- 
ning address, and was a thorough master in quick and cor- 
rect discernment of character. He reigned, for a season, 
with undisputed sway, in what was then the western part of 
York county. His cunning, for a long time, lulled suspi- 
cleo to sleep. ‘lhe history of his exorcisms should teach 
the credulous that the ghosts which appear now-a-daye ere

‘No debit eaves were held in Marke til some vyoars ae 
ter it had been laid ont, and, in part, settled. John and Ri- 
chard Penn, by their heatenant governor, Robert Hunter 
Morris, granted the first privilege of holding markets here. 
The date of their charter for this purpose is recorded as the 
‘feighteenth diy of October, in the year of our Lord one. 
thousand seven hundred and fifty five, the twenty ninth 

year of the reign of King George the second over seat Brie 
tain &c., and in the thirty eighth year of our government,’ 
"This sien of privilege silt that “the inhabitants of a 
town of York,in the new county of York, are become so 
numerous that they fad it necessary to have a public mare 
Ket established within the said town of York, for the bet- 
ter supplying and accommodating them with good and 
wholesome provisions, and other neces aye ig under proper 
regulations.” Jt then, “upon the humble request of the in- 
hab tants of York, grants and ordains that they and their 
successors shall and may forever thereafier hold and eep 
within tue town, in every week of the year, twa market 
days, the one on Wedne rhea anJ the other on ‘Siturday, in 
Sich tommodious place o or “eases, as _ $iiail, OF may be, 
appointed for that purpose.” Another clause of the charter 
readsthus: “Aad we do hereby appoint John Meem, of the 
‘town of York, to be the first clerk of the market, who, aid 
all succeeding clerks, shall have assize of bread, wine, beer, 
and other things, with all the powers, privileges, and im- 
munities, by law belonging to such office.” 

This grateful privilege of holding markets on Wednes- 
days and. Siturdays, has been continued down to our times. 
When the legislature on the 24th of September, 1787, made 
York a borough, thoy specially and particulariy granted a 
continuance of this ancient bles: sing, originally conferred 
onus by the Penns. The first clerk ofthe market in the 
borouch of York, i. 8. under its incorporation, was Frede- 
sick Youse.

eth 1814, when the city of Biehicncres was endangered by 

the approach of the British, York county was prempt in co- 
ming for ward to the aid of the Baltimoreans. A number 
of companies in various parts of the connty were immedi- 
ately ready to march to the city, prepared to coatront ihe 
proud invader, and, if necessary, to lay down their lives in- 
the effort to check his provress. 

Although, of the companies raised here forthe purpose 
of defending Baltimore, but one reached that city in time 
to share the danger and glory of an actual engagement with 
the enemy—yet, the fact that they marched to the point of 
invasion as early as circumstancs permitted, will shield ali ‘ 
of them who did not arrive in time, from any imputation of 
indifferente to the fate of Baltimore. When they did leave 
| their homes, they left them in the full expectation that ney 

_ were to meet an enemy flushed and insolent with success 
and surpassing theinin military discipline. It was no fault 
of theirs, that, when they arrived at Baltimore, an attack 
had already been made—it was no fault of theirs that they 
had not assisted in the gallant defence of the city aud the 
repulse of the invader. 

. Phe“YORK VOL  aetiassansggl who did arrive in tir 
were nearly one hundred strong, were composed princi; 
wf young men, a ie flow er of the county,” and were cout- 
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manded by Captain (afterwai ards Colonel) Michael Lay Spang: 
der. of the borough of York. sal 
This galieant company marched from York on the 29th of 
Avgust, “1814, without, any provision other than that con- 
tributed by the citizens si the borough. Immediately 
upon their arrival at the city, they tend lered their services 
‘to the general in command, and in consequence of their re- 
soectable apoesrance and discipline, were solicited to attach 
themselves to the fifth regiment, a fine body of Baltimore 
troops, under the command of Col. Sterett. They were 
marched with their regiment to oppose the enemy at North 
Point, and until overpewered by numbers, fought with the 
bravery of veterans. Notwithstanding the formida! 'e host 
opposed to them, they resolutely maintained thei titi 
until a retreat, thrice ordered, became absolutely necessar 
ta prevent their being surrounded. and ent off. Two of 
their number were taken prisoners and several wounded— 
one very pore ye After the battle, and uvtil the enemy 
retired, their du ty was of the most severe and ardueus kind, 
and they acquitted themselves in a manner fully satisfacto- 
ry to their commanders and highly honorable to them- 
selves.

at Baltimore, we subjoin the discharge of Gen. Smith, a pri- 
vate letter of Maj. Heath, and an extract from the regimen- 
tai orders of the brave Col. Sterett, cf September 20, 1814:

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CHAPTER XXV. _ 
FLOODS Of THE CODCRUS. 


The Codorus originates partly in Maryland and partly me 
York county, and flowing in a northern direction, passu3 
directly through the borough of Yurk, about tea imiles a- 
bove its mouth. It is ordinar ily a placid stream—but some- 
times, forgetting its bounds, it makes an awful dispiay oF 
its terrible destructive power. | 

One of the first Hoods of the Codorus, was in Borel 
1784, the date of what is ustaily called the “ice flood.’ 
Though the water and ice rose to aa extraordinary height 
va this occasion, no buildings were destroyed—the flood 

did not pass of however wit hoat doing ecusiderable dam- 
age. 

e'Nhere was another flood in 1786. On Tuesday, the 3d 
of Qctober, it began to rain, there being at toe same time a 
bigh South Rist wind. ‘The rain continued until Tharsday 
night, at which time the Codorus was three feet and tea in- 
ches anda half higher than it was in 1784. ‘This flood, 
like its RES ece sai destroyed every bridge on the Code- 
rus. 

But the dreatest flood was that of 1817, w vhen the watec 
rose five feet high rtaan it did in 1786. On Friday, the 
Sth of August, 1817, at about ten o’clock in the -evenin 
the air was uncommonly heavy—an unusual Barlgncas sv0n 
followed, and then a moderate rain. At about 12 o’clock 
the rain increased considerably, and at about one, it be- 
came violent. The storm coatinued till nearly one o’clock 
On Saturday afternoon, when the sky suiidenly became 
clear, and the sun shone brightly. The sloom of feeling 
caused by the untsual and incessant storm had tndeed oec- 
casioned some melancholy forebod: ngs; but ali heaviness of 
soul was now dissipated by the view ofa sky again cigar 
and serene. Eve. y ait there was cheerfulness, without 
a dream of the approach of danger. : 

By the rain the Coderus ha .d_swolle n beyond its. banks. 
Ja the streneth of its course, it swept away the large wood- 
ea bridge which connected George street with the York 
Raven tucopike road. The destruction of the bridge, how- 
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ever, did not excite the fears of the inhabitants. . bebe of 
them were amused atthe novel sight ef a bridge moving 
off with the current. ot 

The water, in the mean time, was rising rapidly—-it soon 
covered Main street from above Water street on the eas- 
tern to Newberry street on the western side of the creek. 
The people new removed from the lower stories of their 
houses; but no one foreboded the approach of disaster. 
4 At leagth news arrived that the large dam at Spring 
4 Forge, on the Codorus, some miles above York, had yield- 
; ed tothe fury of the waters. This intelligence was com- 
municated to the people who lived wesi of the creek. and 
immediately beyond the stone bridve in Main strect. Vhey 
were advised to save themselves by going to some place of 
security, while the- water migat yet “be waded. ‘They ap- 
prehended however, no danger, supposing that their houses 
would save them--and, consequently, they did not re- 
move. Baa 

The waters of the Spring Forge dam, and of the other 
dams above York, broken by the discharged fury of the 
first, came now foaming, rolling, roaring on, acquiring new 
strensth as they progressed, and sw eeping down every thing 
in their cours se, until finally lost in the Susquehanna. Be- 
fore the creek, however. had arisen to the fullaess of its 
fearful height, Col. Michael H. Spangler, first with a horse, 
and afterwards with a boat, removed many people from vol 


hou ses. thereby saving them, most probably, from a death 


amid the waters. At one time there were eight persons at- 
tached tothe boat, sothat it was almost impossible to make 
it move over the waves. A few minutes more, and it would 
have been too late to have saved these beings from 
the fury of a merciless element... 


The water had now risen so high that communication be-

In short many people worth from one to seven thousand dol- 
lars on Saturday morning were ina few hours reduced to 
poverty. 

As this great and awful inundation was a cause not of 
private calamitres only, but of losses of a public nature, ap-

In January 1772 there was an uncommon fall of snow in | 
York county. Othe 27th of that month the snow was 
three feet and a half deep. A heavy rain then came on, 
which, freezing, furmed a thick crust.—Nearly every taan 
and boy in the county now turned out to clase deer, for 
while the hunter could run fleetly on the crust, the poor ani 
mals struck through, and from the wounds peaked in their 
eas, were unable to proveed far. ‘The comsequence was 
that (with exception of a few that were on fhe mountains 
and in the more remete parts of the county) the race was 
viearly extirpated. Before that time ceer were common 
throughout the county, yet 5: ince then but few have been 
found.

Colonel Thomas Hartley was born in the netghborioed 
of Reading, Berks county, Penusylvania, 0 on the 7th of Sep- 
sen ey 1745. Having received the rudiments of a good 
classical educition in that town, he removed when eigh- 
teen Stig of age, to York, Pa., when he commenced 
the study of the law under the tuition of Mr. Samuel Jonn- 
son. Bonne pursued his law studies with diligence far 
the term of three years, he was admitted to practice in tae 
courts of York on the 25th of July, 1769. He now arose 
in his profe ssion with an almost unexampled rapidity, for ae 
not oir had a thorough knowledge of the law, but was ac- 
quainted wit) two languages, each of which was then neces- 
sary.in such a countyas York: his early days having been 
spent in Reading, then as now mostly pe eopled By Germang, 
ie was from childhood ac quainted with their language, 
which he spoke with the fluency of an orator. Another 
‘thing which favored young Hartley, much, was that 
lie and tite Hon, James Smith were for some time the only 
practicing lawyers of tie sounty: Mr. Johnsen with whom 
he had studied being then prothonotary. 
Hartley was early distinguished as a warm friend of bis 
country, both in the cabinet and in the field. In the year

‘The coin- 
mittee of safety for Pennsylvania recommonded a number 
of persons to Congress, fur field officers to the sixth buttal- 
ion ordered to be raised in that colony; and Congress 2c- 
cordingly on the 10th of January 1776, elected William Ir- 
win, Haq. as Colonel, Thomas Hartley, Esq. as Lieat.

In the year 1783, he was elected a member of congress, 
and accordingly attended their first session under the vres- 
ent constitution. As anew order of things had now com- 
menced, the public mind was_ filled with hope and fear. 
The citizens of York county had taken a great interest in 
the establishment of the new constitution, and as Colonel 
Hartley was the first person who was to go forth from among 
them, asa member of Congress under that constitution, they 
determined i in the warmth of their feelings, to shew hirn ev- 
ery honour. When he set out from York en the 2234 of 
Hebruary 1789 on his way tothe city of New-York, wher 
the congress was to sit, he was accompanied tothe Susqua-

His life of labor, usefulness, and honour was now draw- 
ing to a close. Disease was Gengnoping his energies, and 
had already commenced the work of death. Afier a tong 
and tedious sickness he died at his house in York, on the 
Morning of the 21st of December 1800, eged 52 ycars, 2 
months, and 14 days. When bis mortal part was deposited 
in the burial ground of the Caurch of St. John’s, the

Mr. Smith employed his latter days in conversation 
with his friends, end in reviewing ard re-ypernsirg ihose

on the 25thef April t€66.* He died at his hcuge in York 
on the 11th July in the same year, ata very advanced age, 
There is no small difference of opinion with regard 
the age of Mr. Smith. His tomb-stone erected '+- his son 
James, in the yard ofthe English Presbyterian Church a 
York, states that he was ninety three years eld at the 
time of his death.

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Wr. Smith, having lived through one generation and the 
half ef another, witnessed many changes in the political. 
world. He was born in the reign of George the first, came 
to American the reign of George the second, and helped. 
to throw off British allegiance in the reign of George the 
third: having witnessed the completion “of his country’s 
glory, he di ied in peace. | 

Mr. Smith was remarkable for an uncommonly reien- 
tive memory, the strencth of which did not seem to be im- 
paired by age. He was uniformly facetious and fond of an- 
ecdotes, which be always told with a happy manner. 
Possessing in a high degree that faculty of the mind which 
is defined “by metaphysicians to be the tracing of reseuiolan- 
‘ces or analogies between distant objects, he often exert- 
ed itin the halis of justice, producing a wiid and roaring 
discord from ali within the reach of his voice. 

Mr.Smithat diferent times had many lawstudents. Among 
them may be mentioned tlie Hon. Robert § smith, who began 
his studies kere but did not A Bite them, and who ts the 
game gentleman that aiterwards became secretary of the na- 
vy and secretary of state under the United States govern- 
ment. Another of hisstudents was Mr. David M’ Meeker’ 
who was one among the most eminent lawyers ofthe city of 
Baltimore. Another was David Bush, who was major in the 
revolutionary war. and who died on his bed of glory at the 
battie of Brandywine. Mr. David Grier, who yer law 
and died in York, was likewise a student of Mr. Smit

Mr. Raus spent the first twenty years of his life in the 
city of his birth. There he pursned his studies under the 
direction of his father, preparing himself for the puini:. 
Jermanstadt being mostly a catholic city, Lucas was indu- 
ced to visit the institutions of other places, in order to comi- 
plete his studies. Accordingly he left the paternal mansion 
in 1743, and proceeded to Presburg, the capital of Hunga- 
ry. At this place he continued four years in the presecu- 
tion of his studies, when in May 1747, he removed to Leip- 
sic,“ in upper Saxony.

Mr. Raus was eminent as a scholar. Having dictions 
nearly all the first thirty years of his life to undisturbed 
and undivided study, he was not only a profound theolas- 
ian but an accomplished scholar in the polite branches. A+ 
mong tue languages with which he was familiar, were the 
German, the English, the French, Latin, Greek and He- 
brew.

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GENENAL HENRY MILLER: 


General Henry Miller was born near the city of Lancas- 
ter, Pennsylvania, on the 13th of February, . 1751. Early 
attention was paid to his ee heat ony but his father, who was 
a farmer, thought it necessary to place his son within the 
walls of a university. The high school of Miller, as of 
Washington and Franklin, was ‘the world of active life. 
Young Miller, having received a good Finnglish education, 
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was placed in the office of Collison Reed, Esquire, of 
Reading, Pennsylvania, where he read law, and studied 
ecrveyancing. Before however he had completed his 
studies, he removed to Yorktown, in abont the year 
1769. At this place he pursued his studies under 
the direction of Samuel Johnson, Esq. At that time 
Mr. Johnson was Prothonotary of York county and in his 
office Mr. Miller acted as cleik. 

The subject of our memoir was married on the 26th of 
June 1770, about which time he purchased a house in 
Yorktown, and furnished it, [ere he supported his family 
mostly by the = ponte arising from: conveyancing, 1d froni 
his clerkship:* for as he found that he did not possess tal- 
ents for public speaking, he devoted his industry and atten- 
tion to those subjects. 

The war of the revolution was now apy proaching; and 
young Miller’s noble soul was kindled toa generous indig- 
nation as he heard and readof the wrongs of his country. 
A man like him could not doubt a moment. On the Ist of 
June 1773, he commenced his march from York to Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts. He went out as first fleutenant of a 
rifle company under the command of Captain Michael Dou- 
del. ‘This company was the first that marched out of Penn- 
sylvania, and was, too, the first that arrived in Massa- 
chusetts from any place south of Long Island, er west of 
the Hudson. The company to which ‘he be! onged was at- 
tached to Colonel Thompson’s rifle regiment, which receiv- 
ed the first commissions issued by congress, and took rank 
of every other regiment. 

On the arrival of the company at Cambridge, the gallant-

British guard at Banker’s Hill; This was on the second 
day after his arrival, fresh from a march of five hundred

foftheir fire of feeling, but which left Miller in the giowlng 
}enthustasm of a youagg soldier, impatient of delay. Milles 
}submitted the plan to his captain, whose courage was mor 

} tempered with nee nce & who wishedto deciine cngagiug in 
} such an attack, alleging, as reasons against it, the small num- 
ber of his own men and his want of acquaintance with the F 
ground, and works. But Miller, who was never checked 
in his military career by the appearance of danger, inform- 
ed his captain that if he ahovid decline engaging persoualiy 
in the attack, he would solicit General Waslington to ap- 
point him (Miller) te the command. Th ius urged, the 
captain allowed his laudable prudence to be overcoine by 
the ardor of his gailant young lieutenant, and lis own de- 
sire to effect the capture of the guard. The attempt was 
made—but, as the captain had predicted, without accom- 
plishing the object. hey were obliged to retreat—though 
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“not till after several British soldiers bit the dust, aad sever- 
al others were prisoners in the hands of the gal- 
Jant Yorkers. Captain Doudel’s healih being very 


much impaired, he was obliged to resign not long af 

terwards, when Miller was appointed to the comand 

of the company. From that time onward, he was dis- 

tinguished as a most enterprising, inielligent, and valuabie 
officer. 

In 1776, his company with the regiment to which a be- 
ionged, commanded at first by Colonel ‘Thompson, and af- 
terwards by Colonel Hand, marched to New York. In 
1777, on the 12th of November, he was promoted by con-

u A companion in rarms writing of Miller, in the year 1801. 
3 says, “He was engaged in most of the battles of note in the 
‘ sauidie states. He was selected as one of the best partisan 


officers. [t would take much timeto enumerate the many 
engagements he was in—as well general engagements, as 
such as are incident to light corps. Jt may, with con£- 
dence, be stated, that he must have risked his person in Sf- 
ty or sixty conflicts with the British foe. He served with 
the hichest reputation as an heroic, intelligent, and useful 
officer.’ In a letter of Washington to Congress, dated 
“Trenton Falls, December 12, 4776,” are these words:— 
“Captain Miller, of Colonel Hand's regiment, also informs 
me, that abody of the enemy were marching to Burlington 
yesterday morning. He had been sent over with a strong 
scouting party, and, at day break, fell in with their advanced 
guards consisting of about four hundred Hessian troops, 
who fired upon him before they were discovered, bat with- 
eut any loss, and obliged him to retreat with his party, and 
to take boat”? General Wilkinson, in his memvirs, states 
E: that Major Milferot Hand’s riflemen, was ordered by,General 
ia Washi.igton to check the rapid movements of the’ enemy in 
pursuit a the American army, while retreating across s the 
state of New Jersey. The order was so successfully execu- 
5 ted, and the advance of a powerful enemy so embarrassed. 
gz that the American troovs which afterwards gained the inde- 
a pendence of their country, were preserved from an overthrow 
which would have proved the grave of our liberties. ina 
note to thememoirs, the author says, among other things, 
“Gen. Mi iller, late of Baltimore, was distinguished for his coo! 
bravery whereverle served. He certainly j possessed the en- 
tire confidence of General Washingt ton? To multiply 
s suctations would be useless: sutlice it to say that Miller ie 
a maentioned by many of the American historians; and al- 
wys with much applause. 
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Wren Miller first engaged in the war of the revolution, 
Pe he had litle er no other fortune than his dwelling-house,. 
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ci before the close of the war he was reduced to such nee 
essitics tou support his family, that he was compelled to 
sell the house over the heads of his wife and children. He 
pea eas spoke of this as a very hard case, and in terns 
so pathetic as to excite the most tender emotions. At oth- 
er times he would say { have not yet done all in my power 
to serve my beloved county;—iny wife and my children | 
trust will yet see better playa in his pleasant manner he 
was heard to say that, as tothe house, the sale had at least 
saved him the pastas of the taxes. Colonel Miller be. 
ing thus, through his patriotism, humiliatingly reduced in 
pecuniary circumstances, was obliged in the spring of 
1773 to resign hig commission in tha army and toreturn to 
York. Here he continued to reside for some years, enjoy- 
ing the love and affection of all his fellow citizens. in 
October 1780, he was elected high sheriff of the county of 
York, and as such he continued until the expiration of his 
term of office in November 1783. At the several elec- 
tions In October of the years 1783,:1784, and 1785, he was 
elected a rember of the legislature of Pennsylvania. {[n 
May 1786 he was commissioned as Prothonotary of York 
county, and in August of the same year he was appol nted 
‘yen of the peace, and of the court of Common Pleas.” 
In the year 1790 he was a member of the convention which 
framed the present constitution of the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. He continued in the office of Prothonotary 
until July 1794. Inthis year (1794) great dangers were 
apprehended from the encroachments of the English on cur 
western territories. Wayne was, at that time, carrying our 
arms against the Indians into the western wilderness. A- 
greably to the requisition of the president of the Unned 
States, contained in a letter to the secretary of war dated 
19th of May 1794, Pennsylvania was required to furnish 
her quota of brigades towards forminga detachment of 
10,768, militia, ofticers included. At Ne time Miller was 
genetal’é in the first brigade, composed of the counties of 
York aud Lancaster, and belonging to the second division of 
Pennsylvania Militia com manded ~ by Major Generai Hand. 
This division, with several others, was required to be in rea- 
diness ta march at a moment’s warning. 


In the same year was the w estern expedition, an expedi«. 
tion occasioned by ath insurTection in the four weslern 
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counties to resist the laws of the Union. At this time Gen- 
eral Miller was appointed, and went outas quarter master 
General. In the same year he was appointed, by General 
Washington, supervisor of the revenue: for the district of 
Pennsylvania. In this office he acted with such abili- 


ty, punctuality and integrity, that no one ever laid tne least 


failure to hischarge. Butin 1801, Mr. Jefferson hav- 
ing been elected President, General Miller was removed 
from the office of supervisor, and was succeeded by Peter 
Muhlenburg. 

Upon this event he left York on the 18th of November 
1801, and removedto Baltimore, where he resided for some 


years as an honest and respectable merchant. At the coim- 


mencement of the war in 1812, his soul was kindled to the 
former fires of youthful feeling. Welinquishing tis mercan- 


tile pursuits he accepted the appointment of Brigadier Gen-— 
eral of the militia of the United States stationed at Balti- 


more, and charged with the defence of Fort M’Henry and 
its depen :dencies. | Upon the enemy’s leaving the Chesa- 


peake bay, the troops were dischar; ged, and General Miller 


avain peel to private life. 

In the spring of 1813, Genera! Miller teft Baltimore, and 
returned to his native state, Pennsylvania. He now recidedts 
on a farm at the mouth of the Juniatti river, in Cumberland 
county, devoting himself with Roman virtue, to ag- 


ricultural pursuits. But his country soon cailed hiin~ 


from his retirement. The enemy having again made their 
appearance before Baltimore, he marched out with the 


Pennsylvania troops in the capacity of quarter master gene- 


ral. Te again after a short time, returned to Pennsylvania, 
to reside on his farm at the mouth of the Juniata, At that 
place, like a Cincinnatus, away from the tumult of war, he 
continued to reside until the springof 1321. At that time, 
being appointed prothonotary of Perry county, by Governor 
Hiester, he removed to Landisburg, the seat of Justice for 
that county. He continued to live af Landisburg, until 
he was Feinaved from office, by Governor Shulze, in March 
1824. Qn the 29th ofthe same month, the legislature o 
Pennsylvania began to m: ake, though at a late period, some 
con mpensation for his important derdlatbatiary aint 
"hey required the state treasurer to pay him 240 dollars im- 
Boker: and an anmuity of the same sum during ihe e~ 
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F taainder of his life. But General Miller lived not long en- 
ough to enjoy this righteous provsion. He removed with 
his family to Carlisle; but he liad hardly fixed his aboda 
} there, and caugiit the kind looks of his relatives and friends 
when he was called by the messenger of peace toa ifueint!

He was seiz- 
ed with an inflamation of the bowels and died sudde enly, im 
the bosom of his family, on Monday the 5th of April, 1524.

E Samuel Bacon was born at Sturbridge, Massachusetts, iis 
E. the 22d of July, 1782. Having prepared ‘himself in « 

- under-school, he became a student in the university of 
Cambridge, at which institution he wasafterwards oraduated: 
On leaving the college he went forth “in quest “ot fortune 
and a name.” “From New-England he went to Lancaster, 
Pa., and there he was for some time principal ofthe “Franklin 


b College.”? His leisure hours were now spent in the study 
: ofthe lay w, and Gonducting the “Hive,” then a periodical 
. paper of some literary merit. From Lancaster he came to 
z eciae ork; and this town he afterwards considered as his home. 
= Here he was at first a classical teacher in the * York County 
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Academy,” and inthis task of instruction he acquired the 
good will of all his pupils, and became tle admiration of all 
that knew him.

He then travelled 
as an agent of the Missionary and Bible society through 
this and the nei shboring states, soliciting donations, estab= 
lishing Sunday Schools, and endeavouring to do good in the 
great office to which he liad been called. At lenath he was 
| appointed by the heads of government the agent of the Uni- 
ted States toaccompany the first.adventurets of the Coloni- 
zation Society to their intended settlement on the Afiican 
coast. There, at an English settlement called Cape Shilling, 
-he died of a fever incident to tbat ers onthe 3d of 
May 1820, aged 38 years. 


Bacon perished in a land savages, et removed from 
all that could s:rsooth his passage to the tomb, or uphold 
him in the hour of death. Buf his was the hope of a 
christian, & heleaned onthe arm ofhis God. No storied urn, 
nor proud mausoleum mark the spot of his repose: but the’ 
poor savage as hepasses over the place where his dust sleeps, 
will drop a tear to the memory of the friend of man. 


The following remarks appeared in the Baltimore Ameri-. 
can shortly. after Mr. Bacon’s decease: 


“The talents of Mr. Bacon had opened a bright scene 
before him;—lLtis professional career, though short, allord- 
ha sufficient evidence ef his abilities to promise | honour and 

galth in its pursuit. With a future so radiant, ordinaty 
human nature would have sought no ovher path;—~but the 
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restlessness of his virtueheld outa Hohe aim fora noble 
ambition. Greater objects opened to his view than any 
which the world could present;—a more serene sky shone, 
e anda sweeter and calmer light beamed on his beart. For- 
saking the bar for the pulpit, he was an able and sincere am- 
bassador of his divine master. The same holy sentiments 
which gave his able mind and pious heart to the service of 
his God, brought from hima tear of sympathy for the wrengs 
and sufferings sof the injured African. He embarked in the 
cause of justice end of teeling, & fell a noble martyr to bis 
God and his country.

GEN. JOHN CLARK. 


Gen. Clark was born about the year 1751,’ in penmeeastt 
county, Pa. When abouttwenty four years oid he en Le 
el the service of his country, and was distinguished dur! te 
the war of the revolution by his zeal in the cuuse of Ub- 


erty. 


Barly in life, Gerona he heha a number of civil and 
inilitary ofies, t the duties of all of which-he faithfully ie 
charged. Among other trusts committed to hin duris ae 
the revolution was his appointment by Congress, an the 
6th of February, 1778, as one of the auditors tor the army 
wider Gene val W ashi inet vOne : 

We have now in our possession anmimber oF aniainas no- 
pies of letters to Ganeral Clark, from General Washing Eide. 
General Greene, and other distinguished officers of 
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sevolutians os from them we” learn that Clark wag a 
familiar corresponient of the father of our country and ot 
many of his illustrious contem yoraries. : 

Gen. Clark had just commenced the practice of law 

when the troablesone times of the- revolution came on— 
aml receivins, shortly aiterward the anpviatment of aid- 
* de-cainy to Gan. G mene,” he abandoned -his practice aud 
devoted his whole services to his country. 

Some vears after the terminatioa of the revolutionary 
struggie ie Clark resumed the practice of law, and con- 
tinued in it until the time of his death, waich waa in the 
year ae On the 27th of December, in that year, he at~ 
tended court, aml pursued his business as usual—in the 
evening of that day he went to bed at about half pat eialit 
o’clock, in his usual health—and at niae o'clock on the 
game evening his race on earth was run.
